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Clinton promotes trade agreement 

WASHINGTON — President Clinton warned Satur- 
day that rejecting the North American Free Trade 
Agreement could cause Mexico “to moke a swccUicart 
deal for tnidc" with Japan and Europe. 

With the congressional vote a little more than a 
month away, Clinton used his weekly radio address to 
promote the free trade pac^l, saying defeat of NAFTA 
could also lujn Mexico into an “export platform” for 
bringing more European and Japanese goods into the 
United States. "America has too often been playing by 
old rules" in trade, while its chief rivals have adapted 
by developing regional trade blocs, Clinton said. 

He disputed NAFTA opponents who argue that it 
will cause more U.S; companies to move to Mexico for 
cheaper labor and Icss-cnvironmcnlal and other regula- 


tions. ■ 

U.S. companie.'i currently can relocate to Mexico and 
produce for the U;S.'markcr with low tariffs, Clinton 
said, "But NAFTA will require Mexico to enforce its 
own environmental laws and labor siandaids,” raising 
production costs there. "Tliat will make it less likely, 
nor more likely, that a company will cross the Rio 


Grimde River to take advantage of lower wages or lax ^ 
pollution laws."

Some change may be on the way. 

The Idaho attorney general's office 
has undertaken a 15-month effort to 
amend Idaho's coastltution to include 
what amounts to a Bill of Rights for 
the victims of crimes. 

After holding meetings throughout . 
Idaho, a 15-member group crafted a 
plan, and the attorney genemPs afBce 
hopes a legislator in the upcoming 
session will sponsor a bill to amend 
the state Constitution. If the Legi-sla-^ 
ture pa.sscs it, voters would have to 
OK the amendment in the 1994 gen- 
eral election. 

While victims' rights efforts don't 
.specifically aim at opening juvenile 
proceedings, they could raise the is- 
sue, especially concerning the victims 
of such crimes, said Steve Tobia.son 
of the attorney general's office. 

He might favor opening some juve- 
nile proceedings, depending on the se- 
riousness of the crime. - 

“In violations that involve violence 
against other people, the public cer- 
tainly has a right to know what hap- 
pened and why," he said. 

But even in proceedings stemming 
from serious crimes, Tobiason says 
some information might legitimately 
be withheld -from the public.

Colette come to Bosnia in January 
with a humanitarian convoy orga- 
nisted by the iniemaiional relief orga- 
ni/.aUon Suncokret. 

“I saw her when she arrived with a 
truck full of toys for refugee kids,” 
recalled Dr. Goran Vujic, who 
worked with Colette the lost eight 
months. “1 remember she was burst- 
ing with energy, so eager to help." 

Colette first worked with refugee 
children in Cilluk. and Mcdjugofjc, a 
town of religious shrines where the 
Virgin Mary is said to have appeared 
to believers. She then moved up to 
the front-line tdwn of Mostar three 
months before her depth.

About 150 
yards from the river, amid piles of 
debris and charred remnants of a 
1 9th century Franciscan monastery, 
is the lost Croat tine.

That is where Colette was fautlly 
wounded and died shortly after 
surgery.

Just separated fiom'her husband, at 
tiK end of last y^ Colette “felt os if 
she was at the crossroad of her own 
life," her stepmother sdid.

-day last January die told-us, ‘I know 
it sounds crazy, but I feel I can help 
down there.' ” 

The-Ncw Hospital in western 
Mostar needed all the helping hands it 
could 

“Colette came in a situation when 
we were terriUy understaffed." said 
Hdcac. “She worked in the emergency 
ward, undressing and washing the 
newly wrived patients. It is a hard and 
diny job, but she ncvcrcomplaincd." 


Kolak addcd:-‘‘Shc told me her 
only interest was to help people in 
need.- She did not care who these 
people were, or whether it was dan- 
gcrous to help them. Exposure to ev- 
eryday danger didn’t shatter her be- 
lief." — 

Last summer, Colette flew to die 
United States for a brief reunion with 
family and friends. Bui there never 
was any doubt she would retiini to 
Mostar. 

Colette talked about friends in 
Mostar, and about a'liitlc stray‘cai“ 
she rescued and named Tim. She lud 
"an undying love for animals, hated 
to see animals suffer." said her father, 
John Webster. 

When she died, nurses said, Tim 
wouldn’t eat for two days. On the 
third day, he disappeared. 

"It would have been much. harder 
for us to accept Colette’s death, if-.shc- 
had not spent ilicsc three weeks in 
July with us — not only because we 
were with her, but because we saw 
she was happy," said her sicpmollicr. 
“Colette told us one day, 'You won’t 
believe me, but I am really homesick 
for Mostar.' " 

In Mostar, Kolak said, "At first we 
wondered what is this good American 
girl doing here, what had prompted 
her to leave her hom^and friends and 
come here, to somebody clse’s war. 

"And then I realized that it was ex- 
actly what she said: tlmi she wanted 
to help. Period,"-

What America’s Nobel 
dominance says about us 


WASHINGTON (AP) — When 
the-Sctihdinaviiins finished handing 
out Nobel prizes for the sciences, 
economics and literature last week, 
the score stood: United Stales 7, Rest 
ofThcWorld2. 

It was Nobels as usual for the 
Americans. 

Since World War JI. the United 
Stoles, with less than 5 percent of the 
nnniilntinn. has nroduccd 32 


percent of the' Nobel winners in 
chemistry. 39 percent in physics, 44 
_ percent in medicine and 63 percent in 
economics. 

In this year's harvest, a Canadian 
shored the chemistry prize with an 
American. A Briton, who does his 
work in Massachusetts, shared the 
medicine prize with an American., 
Not counting the peace prize, which 
went to two South African partners in 
demolishing apartheid, the rest went 
lo-Americans. 

Americans ore used to hearing 
about thb weaknesses of their educa- 
tional system — about kids who can't 
read, or calculate or reason well. In 
interviews, some college presidents, 
'scientists and thinkers were asked if 
lhere*was a lesson in America's No- 
bel. domiiwnc'erDoes that say some- 
thing, too, about Americn? 

They thought it did. For the most 
port, th^ edited a singular charoi>. 
teristic of American higher educa- 
tion; the insistence that basic research 
belongs-on the college campus, so 
that learning and research coexist and 
cross-ft^ilize and student and teacher 
work on both side by side. 

• In most of the world, research is 
done chiefly by industry or in free- 
standing institutions away from the 
' classroom. 

America's way of doing it was a 
“stroke of genius,” soid MIT Presi- 
dent Charles Vest. He said the idea 
came from on oflen mali^ed institu- 
tion; a government committee. 

It was chaired by an eminent engi- 
neer, Van neva r Bu^. who had mobj- 
lizcd'thc country’s science establish- 
ment to help win World War II. , 
When the war ended. Presideitt Harry 
Truman asked Bush’s and his com* 
roitiee to consider how to siniciurc 
the government’s postwar relation- 
ship to science. 

"Their report led to the establish- 
ment of the National’ Science Foun- 
dation 08 the government’s primary 


vehicle for funding basic research, 
and ft spt oiit thc^philosophy that the 
nation's universities should be the 
primary infrastructure for basic re- 
search in this country,^ Vest said. 
"That’s strictly an American model."

Underlying currents 
of socialism flow 
through health plan 


LONDON - With a thud 
heard acrois the Atlantic, the 
LnbourPnrty-fell-frofn-powcr-a— 
year before America's 
Democrats did. in 1979, after :

collcetors, ambulance drivers 
and grave diggers, seemed to 
go on strike. That winter o stu- 
dent taking a philosophy exom 
supposedly r{iis^uoted Hobbes’ 
description of life in the siotc 
of nature as "solitary, poor, 
nasty, British and Short." ^ 

British, brutish - the distinc- 
-tion did not then seem large. 

Since then Labour has strug- 
gled to eonvince the country 
that its .name .does not mean 
wh.at it plainly says and what 
history confirms, that the party 
—W.as-created fo r c lass-based 
politics. Britain was' the. first 
nation to develop an industrial, 
working class and Britain’s so- 
cialists have had a hard time 
facing the fact that their party's 
strength would shrink as that' 
class did. 

Labour no longer talks of na- 
tionalizing thc_ ccono.my’s 
“commanding heights,” and the 
party recently pruned the pow- 
er of trade unions in party af- 
fairs. But still it seems to be a 
party of leftist puritanism - the 
fear that someone somewhere 
may be making money. And it 
is still vulnerable to. Margaret 
Thatcher’s question: If Labour 
has shed the old principles it 
believed in, how easily will it 
shed'the new ones it doesn’t 
believe in? 

■ Proof of the durnbility-of 
prejudices in politics is the fact 
that in the tenth decade of the ' 
tvventieth century a lender of 
one of the two major parlies in 
a great nation says, opaquely 
and hence ominously, "We will 
only tax if it increases the op- 
portunities for individuals or 
for the community.” When 
used by the left, the word 
"community" usually is a syn- 
onym for the state. The same 
man, the shadow Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, plaintively 
protests thai."Labour is not 
against wealth. "’Such reassur- 
ance makes people nervous 
about why such reassurance is 
still needed. The party talking 
this way has lost four consecu- 
tive elections, won just 34.4 
percent of the popular vote in 
1992 and has not won more 
than 40 percent since 1970. 

But even British leftists have 

notIced~tHat~as''one“of'thcm“ 

says, "every contemporary 
democratic society is capital- 
ist.” Today, for the first time m 
two centuries, the left has noth- 
ing coherent, let alone militant, 
— to — say— about— the— problenu- 

framed by the first great critic 
of the left, Edmund Burke - the 
problem of distinguishing be- 
tween “what the state ought to 
take upon itself to direct by the 
pubTfe wisdom, and what it 
ought to leave, with ns little iii- 
terference as possible, to indi- 



vidual discretion.” 

Nowadays it .is droll to asso- 
ciate disinterested wisdom with 
dio-state,- which has become the 
largest of interest groups, and 
one guaranteed to get a sympa- 
thetic hearing from itself. Gov- 
ernment has itself become the 
basis of a new class-based poli- 
tics. The class of public em- 
ployees and other persons 
(lawyers, lobbyists), parasitic 
off government's regulating 
and subsidizing activities seeks 
to expand the number of people 
dcpendent-on-tho-public.scctor. — 

In this city where Marx is 
burled, the Uftiour Party, once 
proudly socialist, has interred 
the idea that the state is a good 
owner. However, the central 
socialist goal survives. That 
goal is political control of eco- 
nomic life,, for the purpose of 
cmpbwcrirt'g'thc government 
class to run a command soci- 
ety. 

In Britain that Idea is being 
Clintonized by today's surrepti- 
tious socialists, wrapped in a 
gauzy, unthreatening vocabu- 
lary about “investment” and 
"infrastructure” ond "coopera- 
tion'’ and "partnership.” be- 
tween government and indus- 
try. Clintonism is a model for 
growing government and the 
public sector class. Clintonism 
IS a h'cw'vcrsion of an old' 
transaction: the individual pur- - 
chases "security” ond pays for 
it by accepting dependence on . 
the state, and hence on the po- 
litical class. 

The centerpiece of Clinton- 
ism is a health care reform plan 
that is. effectively, nationoliza- 
tion of one-seventh of the 
American economy - thc'tril- 
lion dollar health care sector. 
Irving Krlstol, piercing the fog 
of the Clinton program ("inge- 
nuity deliberately obscured by 
compltxity”) says “its formula 
for universal coverage has the 
cfTcet of abolishing the private 
sector for medical insurance 
and medical treatment.” He ex- 
plains: 

"This is accomplished sur- 
reptitiously, by making it so 
expensive and difficult for pa- 
tients to move into that sector 
that it will shrink to a degree 
where it will no idrigcr be able 
to support an adequate number 
of physicians, surgeons, anes- 
thesiologists, etc." 

So from across the Atlantic, 
from a nation that-never had a 
-seri ous s ocialtst-party^omes— 
what British socialists crave, a 
post-socialist strategy for ex- 
panding the state by stealth and 
indirection.

JEROME — The recently organized 
Norlhside Narcotic Task Force has 
proved its worth in catching drug 
pushers. 

The Task Force, with Jeny Martinez 
as project manager and sp^al agent, 
was started in June. Four months later, 
records show, five adults, ranging in 
ages from 16 to 35 years, were arrested 
for drug dealings. The Task Force 
seized 17,920 grams,. or about 40 
pounds of marijuana, plus nine mari- 
juana plants, and one ounce of cocaine.

Serb forces shell Sarajevo,

SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Hcrzcgovina 
(AP) — Months of relative Iranquili- 
.ty in Sarajevo ended abruptly 
Saturday with the boom of Serb 
heavy artillery and lank and troop 
movements around the Bosnian capi- 
tal. 

The renewed military activity led 
to fcar.s of an impending major 
attack, since artillery often is u.scd lo 
soften up targets for tanks and 
infantry.

This weekend marks the begin- 
ning ofthe end for CBS. 

'['he beginning of the end of a 
four-year contract with.major 
league baseball that cost the net- 
work' millions of dollars, countless 
lieadacties, a few pink slips, and 
some ulcers, most likely. 

-CBS Sports president, Neal 
i’ilson was berated by rivals for 
spending SI billion of CBS’ 
tnoney on baseball, ruining the 
market for everybody else. -His 
enemies started rumors of his fir- 
ing. then spread them like so much 
bitterjani. 

Yet, four years later, he's still at 
CBS. Baseball is gone. 

... CBS regards the 
. baseball contract 
as a disaster, pure 
and simple. CBS

_ $1 50 million in the 

first year of the ' 
contract alone ... . 

Make no mistake. CBS would 
like to have renewed its contract 
with baseball. But don’t misunder- 
stand. cither. It wos a four-year- 
period that lefl bad memories, and 
its end brings o certain sense of 
relief. 

Wc’ll know all the details if 
Pilson ever writes thot book. Every 
-once in a while, he Jokingly threat- 
ens to. Until then, we can oil feel 
reasonably confident of a few 
facts. 

For one, CBS regards the base- 
ball contract as a disaster, pure and' 
simple. CBS lost as much as S150 
million in the first year of the con- 
-troct alone, the low point for Pilson 
and CBS Sports. 

Even if everything else had gone 
perfectly, CBS could never have 
recovered from that first year. And 
everything didn’t go perfectly. 

The contract was signed in 1989. 
just before the economy went sour. 
The following year, ad rates began 
to tumble across the board, and a 
preseason lockout by owners 
ruined what was left of CBS’ sales 
base for ads. 

At the same lime, networks sud- 
denly found themselves with more 
sports ods to sell from more inven- 
tory. The NFL, for example, insti- 
tuted a system of byes, increasing 
the number of weeks that league 
was oni T'V. Now, the networks 
were making less on more dds. 

. --A'dd (lie-Gulf-War.-which-cosi- 
neiwork news operations millions 
of dollars, and throw in four-game 
sweeps in the playoffs and World 


Well, you get the picture. 

At thc.samc lime, thorc’^s-no 
mystery CDS regards The Baseball 
Network, the new union omong 
baseball, ABC andlMBC, with 
skepticism. There afcno rights 
fees. They just share'eosts and 
profits. Nice. The problem? Will 
there be anything left to share after 
costs? 

CBS believes the other real 
“ proDlcm wiui TK«5 BastrtUllI 
Network is one of public relations. 
The Baseball Network needed to 
soup up postseason but still hold 
down inventory, so it created a 
preliminary round of playoffs for 
1994 and decided to tclevisc the 
league championship series region- 
ally. That means ybu’ll see one or 
the other, but not both. 

There has bccn-strong criticism 
of the playoff plan, and it’ll proba- 
bly-gct-sironger-as-it-sinks-in-wiih— 

the viewing public, already left fiat 

by baseball’s amateurish public 

relations efforts. 

That is tied into a very important 
lesson that CBS learned over the 
past four ycare. Baseball is owned 
not by wealthy men with expen- 
sive, tastes in toys, but by its fans. 
’And' don’t moke ’em mad. 

When it took over baseball, CBS 
thought it would make some 
changes in the way it was tele-, 
vised. In 1 99 1 . producer Rick 
LaCivita said he didn’t want the 
scries to look like a local produc- 
tion and added: ”Wc arc here to 
document the scries, but wc don’t 
have to document it live.” . 

He wos gone the following year, 
olong with play-by-play man Jack 
Buck, ond CBS had learned its les- 
son. Just as baseball is an enduring 
institution, resistant to change, so 
is the way fans want to see it on 
TV; Mess with baseball and you 
mess with apple pic. 

Finally, don’t look for any 
— apologies- from-CBS.Jhc.nctwork . 
docs not feci embamfssed by us 
baseball effort: Remember, in 

1989, CBS was last in overall rat- 
ings among the threc.networks. 
Now, it’s No. 1. Its quarterly 
financial statements have been 
positive, and stock prices arc up. 

And that, after all, is whot it’s all - 
about.

"What 1 
know about construction, cabinetry 
and furniture together with what .she 
''knows about residential stundurds' 
and specifications makes a great 
team." 

Whereas most builders rely heavi- 
ly on an architect. Niiowski and. his 
_staff headquartered. in.tlieJlusiy.Nall. 
budding in Bellevue arc able to han- 


dle (he entire project from layout to 
turnkey, and their specially is cnifts- 
man-style fine woodworking. 

"It’s all hands-on. Tlic people that 
design the product build the prod- 
— uo;" he .said: 

Tlie foundation has been laid and 
14-inch diameter spruce logs will be 
arriving soon for the retirement 
home of Bob and Marie Stilo (hat 
Niiowski is building.

Cost ond individuality are two majoi^ 
factors driving a boom in do-it-yourself 
sewing projects for the home. . 

Sales of fabrics, decorating patterns and 
notions jumped 20 to 30 pcrecnt lost year, 
according to the Sewing Fashion Council 
ofNewYork. 

Projects include curtains or windo\v 
treatments, slipcovers, cushions, bed- 
spreads and quilts, table coverings, appli- 
ance covers, and lampshades. 

“The real beauty of sewing for the home

Dealer and brand reputation. $er< 
vice and price ore the main things to 
consider, said Bill Page, merchandis- 
ing manager for Wilson'Baies. 

If you*ie replacing a lefrigcrator 
you bought back when your college 
-sophomore-son was learning to- walk,- 
.the first thing you'll notice is the 
prices have gone up. But before let* 
ting cost be your sole considerotion, 
think about what you Wtli get for your 
money. 

“What die ore you going to buy in 
your life that will last you 20 to 30 
years and do for you what it will do?" 
Page said. "If you buy something 
that’s going to.be in your home 30 
years and you make the wrong price 
— decision,- you’ve cosryoursclf-money- 
not saved yourself money.” 
Refrigerators arc more energy effi- 
cient, complying with new govern- 
ment regulations, said Ken Nukaya, 
owner of Ken's Furniture & 
Appliances. 

"If you have a refrigerator that is 
about 10 years old. you-^ould proba- 
bly upgrade it — buy a new one, and 
it will pay itsclf-out with the savings 
of the energy costs," Nukaya said. 

Some things to consider when buy- 
ing a new refrigeroton 

• Overall size, it must fit into the' 
space allotted in your kitchen. ■ 

• Capacity. Your shopping habits 
are a factor here. Do you go to the - 
grocery store every day or tw|cc.a 
month? 

• Flexibility. The ability to change 
shelf arrangements to suit the season 
and your family's current needs. 
Adjustable and dedp door shelves 
solve the problem of where to pul that 
tali bottle or six-pack of pop. 

• Shelf type. Traditional racks or 
glass. This is a matter of personal 
preference. If you.jjhoosc gloss, check 
to see whether edges are sealed, and 
whether shelf will hold the contents 
of a spilled glass of liquid. 

• Drawers. Look for versatility. 
And some meat drawers have a vent 
that pulls in air from the freezer to 
keep contents colder. 

.Scc-through glass'over crisper

“The primary collectors arc people 
in (heir 20s and 30s who are furnish- 
ing an apartment or hous’e," says 
antiques show promoter Irene Stella. 
“They’re on the lookout for some-. 
thing colorful that they can afford, 
which is useful and decorative.” 

Stella, who manages the twice- 
yearly. Triple .Pier Antiques Shows in 
New York, says such items, have been 
a growth market since the mid 1980s. 

The appeal is threefold: Looks, 
price' and-tcchnology, according to 
Jim Barker, of Bethlehem, Pa. 
Borkcr's personal collection of 
kitchen items from the 1920s to 
1950s includes more than 325 toast- 
ers os well 05 irons, sandwich makers, 
juicers and portable electric heaters.

TWIN FALLS — Learn to sec 
what you're looking at. 

At first glance, we sec weeds by 
the roadside. Lookjiguin, with un 
eye for gathering, and see beauty. 

The definition of a weed is a 
plant that is growing in the wrong 
place. Somewhere in the world 
these “weeds” are somebody’s 
' flower. 

The cornucopia is filled with 
gourds. Indian corn, yellow corn 
cobs, strawberry corn, wheat, 
miniature cattails, a few preserved 
oak leaves. By themselves, com- 
mon groceries. Together, they are a 
testament to abundant harvest. 

Wheat is grown in countless 
fields in the Magic Valley.

.Occasional- tables. these days nin 
from tiic gamut from folksy — a 
washsiond or a tabic with a paint- 
ed rural scene — to nvant garde — 
glass nesting tables that can be put 
together in various ways. 

Look also for unusual shapes 
such a.s a heart or clovcrleaf, 
tables in steps or tiers, and. tables 
with swing-out extensions for' 
extra utility. 

Besides traditional wood and 
glass and metal, there ore tables 
covered .with leather or nuturaii 
fibers such as straw or rattan. 

"The proliferation of designs 
. meets the demand for pieces that 
express personal style," says 
Jones. 

' Table placement has also freed 
up. Many decorators are designing 
rooms in which an ottoman substi- 
tutes for the coffee table. An 
ottoman provides a perch for inti- 
mate conversations and a resting 
place for the feet. When the 
ottoman is^needed for serving, a 
tray is place'don it. . 

"In a traditfonal room. Flike to 
use a modern table, and vice 
versa,-” say.s Vicente Wolf, a 
designer in New York. 

Tlic unexpectedness of the table 
adds great interest to decor. 
Recently, he placed an old African 
stool. next to a 19ih century Italian 
'chair. 

One of Wolf's more unusual 
ideas involves placing two tables 
. of diffureni heights next to each 
other. He might combine a recian-

Stuck two or three suitcases 
of graduated size next to a bed or

Small tables that can 
be picked up are often more useful 
than a large table which is too 
heavy to move. A nest of three 
tables in graduated sizes also adds 
. flexibility. 

Placing any table on casters 
makes it far more flexible. If you 
do opt for a large coffee tabic, 
consider putting in on casters so it 
cun be moved around.

And 
veneered, pressed board in cabinets 
has yielded in many cases to real, 
furniture-quality woods. ’’Bath 
design is expanding, and people arc 
building larger bathrooms and turn- 
ing them into suites," says Carol 
Fenkler, residential-market manager 
for DuPont’s Corian, a soHd-surfacc 
resin that originally had been used in 
kitchen counters and is finding 
broader use in bathrooms. In fact, 
DuPont has expanded the use of its 
Corain in the bath with showcc-wall 
systems and floor tiles that-match or 
complement whatever styles and qol- 
ors arc used In vanity counters. 

Wood, especially fine woods such 
as walnut and cherry, had not been 
associated widely with bathrooms 
because of the-destructivc effects 
moisture and household cleaners 
have on it Modem protective finish- 
es, however, have solved those prob- 
lems. As a result, the revival of tradi- 
tion-minded design that started a few 
years ago .and broughrwood back 
into other parts of the home has 
extended its application to the bath. 

“The early ’80s had a very built-in, 
mica (Formica) look. Now, it’s more 
of a wood look. Bleached floors ore 
being translated into cabinets,” says 
Ricki Ccriho, showroom manager for 
Hastings Tile & II Bagno Collection 
and Kitchen Studios. 

Also ^ing translated into cabinets 
is’tlfc’look” of fine fumiture; picccs 
usually found in bedrooms arc equal- 
- — ly-at-homc-in-^thtooms, A rrrnnt 
“ — designer showcase'in'Lattirfgtown, 
N.Y., for instance, fco.tuted a vanity 
by. Wood-Hu that looked like a. yin-, 
tage piece of furniture. 

Designer Elizabeth M. Held of 
Lindeidmrst, N.Y., who included the 
piece in the show,.says she chose it 
because “1 think we’ve come bock 
with that traditional look, and today 
all the traditional finishes such as 
‘'cKcrry ahd"inaliogany'ore coniing ■ 
back very strong. Bathrooms are 
becoming much more formal, 
because they’re a place to relax.” 

> Individual designers are not the 
only ones who have picked up on the 
trend. Major players in the bath 
industry also arq quite aware of It. 
For example, Kohler Co., a well- 
known manufacturer of modem both- 
■ room fixtures and accessories, 
through its Baker Knapp and Tubbs 
furniture subsidiary, mokes a line of ^ 
“hlghJend'vanitics'with the look-of-- 
classic ftiRiiture. 

“The trend that drove us into the 
vanity business was (he merging of 
(he.bcdroom and boihroom. We 
sou^t to create bathroom furniture 
that you could bring Into the bed- 
room,” says David l^hlcr, director 
of fixtures moriceting. 

Still, not all is reminiscent of 
bygone days or driven solely by 
design. "Although there is a higher 
priority for styling, the trend is still 
very much in function,” soys Michael 
Auburn of Poggcnpohl USA Inc., the 
American division of the German 
' cabinet company. 

The functional benefits, soy indus- 
try sources, have enabled vonities to 
survive a growing infatuation with 
pedestal lavatories. ’’Most people 
want the countertop, bccousc with it 
comes the storage,” says Ccrino. ' 
“The American market, unlike the 
European, wants wall-to-wall vani- 
ties." 

Nevertheless, pedestal lavatones 
are enjoying a growing popularity, 
primarily because they give smoll 
— s p aces - a -splesh-ofsQ'l c . The lack of —

focturers of bath fixtures ond cabinet- . 

makers,' who are desiping cabinetry 
that can be configured over, under or 
around pedestal lavatories or wall- 
mounted sinks to dress up the bath 
while providing as much storage as 
the room can hmdle. 


Wicker has a storied past 


WASHlNGTQN-fAF) — Ah.-the-.comforting-.creak- 
of a porch wicker chair on a warm, breesy evening. 
It once was os much a part of America's summertime 
as baseball and lemonade. 

But these days, watching the world go by from the 
veranda is a dying art, with the hoi^ehold wicker rel- 
egated to bathroom wastebaskets and' clothes ham- 
pers. _J 

That needn’t be, as demonstrated by an'cxhibirat. 
the Smithsonian Institution's Rcnwick Gallery that 
traces the history of the woven furniture and high-- 
lights its glory days, when it suited the parlor os well 
as the patio. 

Wicker furhiturc dates back so far that no one 
quite Imows who invented it. The ancient Sumerians 
had it. So did the Romans. 

But the furniture made out of willow, reed and rat- 
tan only found its fill! expression in America, where 
it bent to every change in American tastes.

At firsi, wicker was touted as good, wiirm-weuthcr 
ware, and was destined for use in summer homes. 

By (he late I800's, Victorian taste worshipped the 
“ornate- — and-Amcricon wlckcr-manufaciu«rs-kcpl_ 
up vrith it, producing furniture full of intricate 
curlicues, t^sts and ornamental designs. 

I llierc were wicker side tables, wicker reception 
chiirs and elegant wicker settees. There were also 
wicker chairs and tables with motifs like sailboats 
and moons woven into them. Frames could be made 
of wicker. So could fireplace screens. Wicker baby 
carrioges caught on quickly. 

Wicker of the ensunt porch variety come into 
vogue later in the century, as Americans rebelled 
against (he fancy stuff and demanded plainer, 
smoother lines. Simple wicker chairs and rcclincrs 
graced the porches of homes, hotels and spas. 

Wicker also kept pope with technology — and was 
used in the early 20th. ccntuiy to make lamp, sinnds. 
and even phonograph coses. 

' But the Great Depression virtually put an end to 
the business, ond today wicker is mainly mass-pro- 
duced in Asia.

WHEN THE WESTSIDE AREA OF 
Las Vegas erupted in a night of rioting 
last year-^ne day after the acquittals 
of four Los Angeles police officers in 
the Rodney King beating trial — Sgt. 
Roiy Tuggle led a valiant stand against 
a gang-induced rampage of beatings, 
arson, looting and gunfire. 

For his actions. Tuggle will receive the ‘ 
1993 PoliceOfficerof the Year Award, 
the highest honor in law enforcement. 
Given annually by PARADE and the 
International Association of Chiefs of 
Police (lACP), it will be presented on 
Tuesday at the IACP’s lOOih conven- 
tion. The award honors the bravery of 
the nation's 604.000 police officers. 

*Td go to war before I'd go to an- 
other riot,” said Sergeant Tuggle’s com- 
mander. Lt. Steve Franks, a former 
Marine who served in %fieinam.' "Rory 
made the difi'erence." 

Los Vegas was quiet oii the morning 
of April 30, 1992. Tuggle, 34, spent the 
day at a cl^s for defensiye:tactics in- 
structors. Late in the afternewh, he tes- 
tified before a grand jury. But by the 
rime he called his wife, Donna, to say 
he’d be home for dinner' trouble was al- 
ready on the way. "It’s starting to happen 
here," Donna said ominously. "Lieu- 
tenant Franks called. He needs you." 

Tensions had begun to mount along 
with random outbursts of racially mo- 
tivated violence. Female motorists were 
beaten and workmen attacked.' The 
-scene turned uglier when about 50 pco- 
'pie. mostly gang members, began walk- 
ing from a nei^borhood park, scream- 
ing and picking up rocks, bottles and 
boards as they went along the streets 
of the Westside. In minutes, the crowd 
swelled to more than 200. 

"They’removingcfowritown!”anof- 
fic er rep ott e d from a helicopter. All avail- - 
able squads — about 40 officers — gath-' 
ered at a parking lot to plan a strategy. 
Tuggle, the senior sergeant, took control... 

The officers sped past the surging rreb 
and set up a skirmish line on the other 
.side of a railroad, oyerpasf Whfsn the 
mob appro.ached, bricks, bdoles ond'bals 
startpd flying. TTie officers held their 
ground, and the rioters began to retreat. 

TUggle and his partner. Officer Andy 
Ramos, drove toward the furious mob 
and 'sawn man, covered with*blood—

being kicked. At first the atrackers scat- 
tered when they saw Tuggle and Ra- 
mos, who went to stand guard over the 
man. Then they returned — on foot and 
in trucks — pelting the victinumd the 
officers with rocks and botdes. Romos 
brandished a shotgun, and Tuggle 
aimed his 9mm pistol, at the tracks.Tlie 
rioters drove by Tuggle, then started 
shooting as they turned a comer. 

,Wthin minutes, the mob,— rebuffed 
by the police— scattered throughout the 
Westside. The confiontation haid avertetT' 
tragedy, but the battle was just beginning. 

Tuggle dispatched officers to handle 
each crisis: “He was like Patton," said 
Officer Steve Junge. “He was saying, 
‘Follow me.”’ Riotere tried to lure the 
officers and firefighters into ambushes 
with false alarms, only to shootot them 


when they responded. Then they began ' 
setting real tins— in cars, police stations 
and later at the Nucleus Plaza Shopping 
Center, the economic heart of the area. 

Under gunfire, firefighteis had fled 
the shopping center. Tuggle’ bcgan to 
move in with 25 men. It was pitch black 
except for flames and sparks bursting 
from burning power lines. Acrid smoke 
billowed around the officers. “We were 
going in blind,” recalled SgL'Steve Cus- 
ter. But Tuggle stood and sold, “Let’s 
go!” The closer they got to the fire, the 
more intense the gunfire became. 
Tuggle gave the sig^ to pull bade 

Watching the Westside bum made 
Tuggle want to cry. “I had spent most 
of my career over here, trying to help 
people.” he said. “It broke my heart.’’ 

Ibg^e and his troops moved in again. . 
cleoringjtiie shopping^ center of looters 
and securing it as other police went to 
housing projects to subdue the anack- 
ers. Minidulously, only two people died. 
One officer was shot but not critically. 

Several hours later, l\iggle collapsed 
into bedi'His wife snuggl^ up next to 
him, grateful for his safe return. "I was 
trying to be so strong through the whole 
thing.’’ Donna recalled, "buti was scaipd. 
Rory kept his cool when they shot at 
him- Hejiever gaveaip.IL__ _ID0.

War I— was involved in d plot to let 
the Germans torpedo the great liner 
iMsitania. Bollard also has been advis- 
ing Steven Spielberg on technical as- 
pects ofyedfidcyf/)5V', the filmmaker's 
new NBC series starring Roy Scheider. 

Ballard has the credentials. He's the 
direcior of the Center for Marine Ex- 
plomiion at the Woods Hole Oceano- 
graphic Institution on Cape Cod, Mass.; 
he nos written several best-sellers on 
deep-sea explorations and writes reg- 
ularly on such matters for Sationai 
Geographic, and he has put together a 
collection of thrilUn{| videotapes on 
his quests for the Nazi battleship Bis- 
marck and for American, Australian 
and Jopanese ships sunk off Guadal- 
canal iO years ago.
